9 .—If the pres­ 
ent chaotic condition of qu arantine 
m atters in Lou isiana is not speedily 
term inated in ob edience to a proclama­ 
tion issu ed yesterday, the state b oard 
of health has annou nced its intention 
of immediately inv oicing the civ il pow­ 
ers and, that tailing, of asking Gov ­ 
ernor Blanchard to call ou t the mil- 
itia and restore and maintain order. 
The proclamation resu lted from th*» 
letters sent Monday b y the gov ernor 
to President Sou chon. 
The proclama­ 
tion prohib its any town, parish or v il­ 
lage from refu sing 
mission to a per 
son from a non-infected locality hold 
ing a health certificate not ov er twen- j 
ty-fou r hou rs old or to a pepson from 
an infected locality who has spent six 
days in a detention camp and b een 
discharged with a marine hospital cer 
tiflcate. 
Interference with the pas 
sage of steam b oats or trains is for 
hidden u nless they v iolate legal qu ar 
antino regu lations. 
No mail, freight 
or express m atter shall, u nder the 
proclamation, he refu sed from Infect­ 
ed localities, prov ided it is carried In 
cars which hav e b een fu migated b y the 
m arine hospital serv ice.

It is u nderstood that the 
action taken b y the b oard has the fu ll 
sympathy of Gov ernor Blanchard, and 
that as a resu lt, at least in Lou isiana, 
there will b e a modification of the 
present onerou s qu arantines. 
Becau se of the large nu m b er of 
cases reported the lev er situ ation does 
not hav e so fav orab le an aspect, b u t 
it is explained that the increase is the 
resu lt of the inv estigation of a nu mb er 
of su spiciou s cases of sickness, some 
of which the health au thorities were 
u nab le to inqu ire into earlier.

federal au thorities hav e determined to 
treat ev ery case presenting any symp­ 
toms of yellow fev er as actu al yellow 
fev er, preferring to take no risks of 
failing throu gh want of v igilance.
